Fouglit With a Hatcliet. 


An Incident ConiKirted With the 13th 
Ver- 


uii>nt Momimeut. 


In connection with the 13th Vermont 


monument to be erected on the field of 
Gettyabuig, near the Stannard Monument, 
the foundation of which is already laid, 
an interesting incident is told by the 
Phi la. Time,'-: 


A hatchet in the statue rests near the 


captain's right foot. The presence of the 
hatchet in any position naturally suggests 
inquiry, and that is just why the Vermont- 
ers wanted it there. Every battlefield 
guide will know the story of Captain 
Brown and his hatchet, visitors will tell 
it to their children, and it will become 
history. 


At the battle of Qettysburg the Thir- 


teenth Vermont was a part of General 
Stannard's Vermont command. The Sec- 
ond Vermont Brigade had been left on 
outpost duty in Virginia until the third 
day after the Army of the Potomac had 
passed it in pursuit of Lee'a troops into 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. Then the 
brigade got orders to proceed by forced 
marches to join the Army of the Potomac. 
The latter was also on a forcud march, but 
in six days' time the Verinonters had 
oveitaken the main body. Just before 
the first day's battle Captain Brown's 
command came up to a well at which was 
an armed guard. 


'*You can't get water here," said the 


Guard. '"Gainst orders." 


"D 
n your orders," said Captain 


Brown, and then, with all of the canteuns 
of the men, and with only one man to 
help him, he thrust the guard aside and 
filled the canteens 
His arrest followed 


and he was deprived of his sword. 


The history-making battle began with 


Captain Brown a prisoner. He begged for 
a chance to join his company and was al- 
owed to go. He picked np a camp hatch- 
et and ran to thu firing line, ru&hed into 
the fray, and singling out a rebel officer 
fifty yards away, penetrated the rebel 
ranks, collared the officer, wresting from 
him his sword and pistol, after which he 
dropped his hatchet, while his men cheer- 
ed amid the storm of bullets and smoke. 
Such in brief, was Captain Brown's ex- 
ploit. 


THE GREAT SWING. 


The greatest nove'ty at the Paris Ex- 


position will be giant swing that will be 
erected in the Champa Blysee near the 
Etliel Tower. Beside it the lower will 
receive quite a set-back, for the supports 
ot the great swing will overtop it by 
nearly two hundred feet, their exact 
beighth being 1,170 feet. 


The structural work will all be of iron, 


riveted together to insure the greatest, 
strength. There will be no element of 
danger whatever ia the huge skeleton. 


The tops of the two supports will be 


bolted together. 
Prom them huge pen- 


dulums will bang, each supporting a car. 
These will swing at a height o£ 400 feet 
from the around from a point nearly 
s'x hundred feet away from one side ot 
the huge supports to a poiut equally dis- 
tant beyond the aupports. 
In other 


words, the total distances covered in the 
swinging will be nearly a quarter of a 
mile. 


The cars derive their speed from huge 


motors beneath the atructure. and are 
stopped at in.ervals of three minutes to 
permit loading and unloading. Each car 
will carry forty people. 


The view which the swing will afford 


will be the most comprehensive possible 
wilhm the Exposition grounds.

In a speech delivered in Pittsburg, 


Pennsylvania, on the 2Sth of August, 
the occasion being a public welcome to 
tbe Tenth Pennsylvania, just returned 
from the Philippines, Mr. McKmley an 
nonuced that bis purpose was tbe speedy 
suppression of tbe rebellion, the estaolish 
ment of peace and trauquility, and a 
government under the undisputed sov- 
ereignty of the United F1" ••"\.'> Thisis, 
as we have said, a ventJ}1'3 °f. or a repe- 
tition of the slatetneuJ1^ .'ade m these 
columns—of tbe President's policy with 
regard to the Philippines. 


The mam purpose ot the President, 


however, on this occasion, was to eulo- 
gize the volunteers, aud to insist that 
"there will be no pause until the insur- 
rection, is suppiessed aud American au- 
thoitty acknowledged and established." 
Tbere is no doubt that, m saying this, 
the Piesident expressed the wishes and 
puiposes ot the majotity ot the countiy. 
The 
Weekly has Heretofore expreseed 


the same opinion, and the rnoie we £eel 
tbe popular pulse and the better we com- 
prehend the public sentiment on tbis 
aubject, the more certain we are that the 
Piesideiit Uas the country behind him. 
His partisan opponents may be expected. 
to criticise any policy tie uiigut puisne. 
tio long as American soldiers aud sailois 
aie in me Pnilippmes engaged with an 
enemy in artus, tbe countiy will sustain 
tne government aud they who oppose tue 
active prosecution o£ the war, with Ilia 
object ot Dually deteautig Agumaldo's 
toices, are hindering a settlement ot the 
trouble. Even those wlu urge an hon- 
orable peace say that the request tor 
peace must come Irom the men who 
uave refused the lirst overtures of the 
goveinoient, and that there is nothmg 
left tor us, deplore tbe necessity as we 
may, bat to tight vigoiously until we 
are in a position to dictate teirns. 
Ex- 


pansionists and anti-expansionists agree 
that when the government is actually at 
war there u nothing tor tbe patriot but 
to support it. To do otherwise would be 
inimical to the very existence of the Ke- 
public ; for war implies destruction, and 
wheu a people fight, even if the light be 
unsought aud unwelcome,they are do jin- 
ed to light on to an honorable peace. 
The situation in which this cuuutiy now 
liuds itself presents only oue piesamg 
question. The government is at war m 
the Philippines. It does not matter how 
the war began, or who invited or who 
ured the thai shot. So long as the light 
ing is going on, the enemy ought iiot to 
be permitted to hope for couilott from 
any considerable part ot the people ot the 
United States. He ought to be made to 
know that it is the firm determination ot 
tbe country to conquet a peaue, aud to 
consider the subject of permanent gov- 
ernment afterwards. 
Governor Stone, 


who spoke ou the same platform with 
the President, and 
who announced, 


speaking of the Philippines, that "we 
desire neither their revenue nor their 
territory," insisted that the insurgents 
must be conquered, aud that it uei-iedsary 
the whole totce of the government must 
be put forth to that end. 


I£ Agumaldo counts on any material 


or moral support in this country, ha is 
mistakau. 
Whatever sympathy he may 


have bad before te took up aims agaiudl 
the Ameitcan troops in Manila, or tliat 
he may eujuy after he lays them do\vu, 
he will have none that will benelit tutu 
while he is warring against us. 
Tue 


public mind 
is detei mined that the 


victory shall rest with this country, and 
it is evident that the President can se- 
cure all the troops he needs tor tbe work 
which he has undertaken. The only is 
sue concerning the Philippines will be aa 
to their future government, aud those 
who differ from the President on that 
subject are not helping themselves in the 
forum by retuaiug to aid in a vigorous 
prosecution of the war. 


On one other point in the President's 


speech tbe whole country will agree, and 
that is in the noble estimate of the char- 
acter of the volunteers and regulars who 
remained to h'ght after tbe expnal.ion of 
their legal terms of service. 
Perhaps 


the Weekly has returned to this subjuet 
ao often that we can add nothing to what 
we have already said in praise ot the 
men who wear the uniform ot the United 
States on land and sea. 
But while tha 


theme may not be inexhaustible, it is al- 
ways inspiring. 
Notwithstanding the 


enormous defects in our army adminis- 
tration system, the conduct of our troops 
in the field has given the world renewed 
assurance of the enormous reserve pow- 
er of the people of this country, and ot 
their readiness, not to rush to war, but 
in the arts ot war after tbe conflict has 
been undertaken. It was long taken for 
granted that no European power, which 
might eventually become hostile, under- 
estimated this reserve power of the re 
public. It had long been admitted that 
whatever might happen at the outset of 
such a war, in the end this country 
would not be conquered, while the re- 
sources of the enemy would be wasted. 
But when the war broke out, and the in- 
ability of the staff to fulfill the most or 
dinary demands upon it was evident, 
when we discovered bow much depend- 
ence must be place 1 at once upon raw 
troops and ignorant officers at the very 
outset of a comparatively unimportant 
war, and when Congress displayed not 
only its inability to deal intelligently 
with military matters, but its indiffer- 
ence to the needs of the country, it be- 
gan to be feared that we might be so 
greatly dreaded in the future as we had 
in tbe past. But the conduct of the men 
in tbe Deld and on board the ships has 
wholly relieved the most timid of their 
anxiety and made onr prestige greater 
than ever before. It does not take long 
to train intelligent Americans into good 
soldiers, and it is evident that if Congress 
will follow the advice of Mr. Boot, and 
not only learn tbe obvious lessons which 
tbe war bas taught us as to tbe defects 
in our system of army administration, 
and of to the consequent weakness of 
the line, but will also ict upon those les- 
sons, there is no reason why the "United 
3'ates should not continue to enjoy for 
years to come those blessings of peace 
which have been ours not only because 
of our aloofness from foreign quarrels, 
i>ut on account of the geceial recogni- 
tion of the immense power of ihe yonng 
republic—a power now demonstrated to 
be ready to come forth to battle at the 
first suggestion of tbe nation's need.

Admiral Sampson and tb 
officers of the North Atlantic Squadron ac 
ded dignity to the occasion by their pres 
ence. From foreign countries there wer 
a number of distinguished representatives 
the vanguard of the body of delegate 
from all parts of the world who will at 
tend the great Commercial Congress i 
October. With one accord they united i 
launching the Exposition as the first grea 
enterprise ot the character that has eve 
been dedicated solely to the expansion an 
growth of American exports.

W. I1. Hepburn, of Iowa, chairman of th 
Cornmitteeon Interstate and Foreign Com 
merce of the National House of Represen 
tatives. His address dealt with the prob 
lem of competition for the trade of th 
world, and the keen rivalry of nations fo 
the world's maiketg. The entrance of tb 
United States upon the field of world-wid 
competition, he said, was the inevitable re 
suit of conditions which impel the natio 
to expand in commerce and trade, and h 
welcomed the Exposition as one of th 
first ;;reat steps that have been taken t 
properly educate aud equip the producer 
aud exporters ot the United States for th 
attainment of their goal.

It will be to the advantage ot farmers to 


study tbe habits ol the Hessian fly. The 
adult insect is small, being about half tbe 
size of a mosquito. Tbe time of egg de- 
positing, the development of the maggot 
and the number of the broods vary much 
with the .climate. 
In this section the 


adults that appear in the fSll deposit their 
eggs upon fall wheat, the eggs being laid 
upon the upper surface of the leaves aud 
hatch in about four days. The maggots 
work their way down between the sheaths 
to a point of the stalk near the surface of 
the ground. Here the "puparium," or 
"flax seeds," are formed, the larvae re- 
maining inactive in tbein during the win- 
ter, but punating and issuing an adults the 
following spring. Within a day or two, or 
possibly a few hours, egga are laid for tbe 
summer brood, which form "pupariums" 
or "flax seeds" before harvest time, re- 
maining on the stubble during the sum- 
mer and producing adults in the autumn. 
Tbe effect upon the infested plant is to 
cause a stunted growth and to weaken the 
stalks so that the wheat lodges. Ou young 
wheat the presence of the insect is clearly 
indicated by the swelling near the base of 
the stalk. 


The insect remains in the stubble all 


summer, which gives an opportunity for 
combating it, for which purpose all tbe 
farmera in a community should unite. It 
can be destroyed by burning over tbe stub- 
ble or by plowing the stubble under and 
rolling tbe ground. The chaff and screen- 
ings from wheat should also be consumed 
with fire, and such work should be done 
before the flies emerge. If the weather 
is dry in July and August fire should be 
used, but if too wet to bum the atubble 
then plowing should be resorted to. Wet 
weather favors the development of the in- 
sects, hence if the weather remains dry the 
burning over of the atubble should be de- 
layed as late as possible, so as to give the 
parasites (which destroy tbe fiiea) a chance 
to escape destruction. It is now too late 
to resort to such measures, though they 
should be kept in view, but wheat seeding 
is not yet completed, and the time of seed- 
ing influences the propagation of the fiiea. 
If the weather ia unusually dry and warm 
the fall planting should be delayed ab late 
as it can safely be done, as tbe Uies do not 
emerge until late. If the season is wet 
there need be no delay, as wet seasons 
hasten early development of tbe flies. In 
some sections, since July, there has been 
abundant moisture, while in other locali- 
ties the weather has been dry. 
The only 


remedy now is to begin with preventive 
measures and continue the work until the 
fall season of next year. 
If the.fly appears 


this year the wheat will be injured next 
season, but many farmers who have not 
noticed the methods by which the fly 
works on wheat ascribe the damage to the 
sudden appearance of the fly in spring, 
ivben in fact it begins on the wheat in the 
:all for which reason too much care can- 
not be exercised in using every method 
possible for the destruction of tbe pest, es- 
pecially in burning the stubble o! the field 
from which this year's crop was taken. 


It is almost useless for a single farmer to 


attempt to eradicate a pest, unless he has 
the earnest support of his neighbors, and 
t may be necessary with some insects for 
the farmers of an entire township to unite.

WINTER WHEAT CULTURE 


SOME SEW IBEAS SCGGKSTED BY A 


ADAMS COUNTY FARMER. 


The coming wheat crop is a matter 


much interest just now, as the prepar 
tion of the seedbed and time ot seedin 
has much to do with the ability of th 
plant to withstand the low ternperatur 
of winter. The matter of protecting th 
plant is of first importance. A liber 
amount of sooe? is an important facto 
but there is a possibility ot too rauc 
anow, which may keep the wheat grow 
ing and tender and leave it in poor con 
dition to withstand the freezing an 
thawing of early spring. 
The way t 


counteract this is to give the fields sue 
protection as will not disappear with th 
snow. The most useful idea to be kep 
in mind is to have your wheat Galds, a 
nearly as possible, in the fall, in the con 
dition they would be in if the wheat, ha 
been left to die down on them withou 
removing any part of the crop, an 
resow themselves. Nature shows th 
right way if we will only follow. 


The way to do this is just to sow early 


as nature would, and thereby have 
heavy mulch from the strong growth 
the fall before it freezes. Second, th 
proper nutriment must be supplied i 
the soil, for plants, like animals, mus 
be fed or they will starve. 1 have see 
during the past spring more than on 
field of starved wheat. The third an 
perhaps most important factor in th 
making of a crop is good drainage 
Where there ia no regular system 
nnderdraimng it can often be muc 
assisted by plowing parallel with the in 
clinatiou of the ground, but wher 
ground is naturally too wet it is wises 
not to sow wheat on it. 
Failure wi 


always be the rule. 
In this part o 


Pennsylvania it is always best never t 
sow wheat after wheat in the same liel 
A majority of the failures are found : 
such fields and the man who will alway 
sow clover with his wheat will find him 
self the gainer by it. 


The best wheat undoubtedly can b 


raised by sowing it on inverted sod, esp 
cially clover sod, and there are som 
indications that farmers will return 
this, which was the custom of ou 
fathers in agriculture. 
The very bes 


way to do this is to cover the sod durin 
the fall or winter with the manur 
directly from the stables instead 
letting it rot in the barnyard. Or if th 
cannot be done, then haul it on the so 
from the yard as early in the spring 
possible, spread it evenly and then mov 
the grass from the field at the regula 
time for hay, and at'ler that plow th 
sod as soon after hay making as possibl 
This will take the "lodge" out of th 
cmnure and put it into the grass, jus 
where you want it, and keep it out o 
the wheat. 
In other words, it wi 


prevent the lodging of the wheat whic 
is so apt to follow the use of fresh yar 
manure upon it. I am convinced 
are all losing much by letting ou 
manure lie on the yard all summer. 


A few words now as to varieties, 


can look back to two or three distinc 
periods of change on the part of farmer 
from bearded to smooth varieties, an 
the reverse, during my experience, anc 
it amounts to about this : Wheneve 
bearded varieties are legnlaily sown 
the wheat gradually gets stronger tha 
its enemies, iiiid when smooth varietie 
are regulailj sown the enemies gradual!

KXTKUIMEXTS show that a cow when 


in lull How of milk, drinks from 1300 to 
2,000 pounds of water per mouth, the 
average quantity, determined by testing 
a herd, being 1.000 pouuds per cow. 
This fact shows the importance of an un- 
limited supply of pure water at all sea 
sons of the year. In eveiy 100 quarts of 
milk the farmer sells about 88 quarts of 
water, and when the cows cannot prr- 
cure water at all times they will fall oft 
in yields. 


OLD strawberry beds may be burned 


over as soon &3 the leaves die off, and by 
eo doing many of the seeds of weeds will 
be consumed. The bed should then be 
mulched by covering with manure 01 
straw, but the mulch need not be ap- 
plied until cold weather comes. If the 
old bed is f nil of weeds it will not yield 
satisfactorily next year, aud to burn it 
over will be an improvement in many re- 
spects. 


COLTS that are foaled in the fall will 


entail less expense than those that come 
n the spring, as the mines will not be 
taken to the field for work at this season. 
When spring comes the colts will be 
weaned and can then be put upon pas- 
ture, leaving the mares ready for service 
in the fields. 
As soon as the colts will 


eat give them ground oats in addition to 
the supply of milk from the dams.

THE WHEAT PROBLEM. 


With those who profess the belief that 


the period of universal hunger is rapidly 
approaching, a favorite theme for dis- 
cussion, in recent years, has been the re- 
lation—present and future—between the 
production and consumption of wheat. 
The most recent and notable claim of a 
speedily approaching deficiency in the 
world's wheat production waa put forth 
by Sir "William Crookes, President of the 
British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, at the annual meeting of that 
body last year. His contention is, that 
the available area of the world's wheat- 
growing land is being very rapidly ab- 
301 bed, and that, in about a generation, 
owing to the growth of the wheat-eating 
population, the chief present exporting 
countries will not be able to do more 
than provide for their own wants ; leav- 
ing nothing for export to countries which 
do not grow the!1" own supply. To sup- 
port this position, he quotes definite fig- 
ures ot the population of wheat-growing 
countries at certain periods, and gives, 
with what he evidently considers equal 
exactness, figures purporting to be the 
aggregate area, in the world, devoted to 
wheat in those periods. The estimates 
of the world's wheat area, not only in 
the past, but at present, are deserving of 
but limited credence; especially when 
sweeping conclusions are sought to be 
drawn from mere comparisons ot assum- 
ed totals at different times. 


It is not difficult to demonstrate, that 


the potentiality of an average acre of 
wheat laud is steadily increasing, and 
that Ihe ratio of increase is large enough 
to make it an important factor in the 
calculation of future bread-supplies. A 
comparison of the rate o£ yield oJ one 
year with that of another, or even oi' 
longer periods, will not disclose the 
changes that have actually taken place, 
unless the weather conditions, in the 
periods compared, happened to be the 
same. 
If the present season should 


prove to be only as good as the average 
season of the peiiod of 1880-84, the yield, 
with the 45,000,000 acres now under 
wheat, would reach 684,000,000 bushels; 
while such a season as that of 1882 would 
mean a crop of nearly 770,000,000 bushels. 
A series of years with conditions as fav- 
orable as those experienced from 1880 to 
1884, inclusive, would give us a wheat 
production large enough to meet the re- 
quirements of our increased population, 
and to leave a surplus for export of 260,- 
000,000 bushels a year, against the 140,- 
000,000 shipped annually from the crops 
of ISiO to 1S84. As we may reasonably 
expect that nature will be as gracious in 
the future as in the past, it seems that 
any alarm over our own wheat-supply in 
the near future would be absolutely un- 
necessary. 


The increase in acre yields, in this 


country, has only begun. If, iu the face 
of what cannot be considered less than 
careless and inefficient agricultural prac- 
tice, we have increased the wheat capac- 
ity of our land, what may we not expect, 
iu the way ot enlarged acre yields, be- 
fore we expeiieuce the hardships of a. 
true wheat famine V — "Agricultural

JOSE, THE PLUCKY CUBAN KID. 


WEYLER HANQED HIS POUR BROTHERS, 


BUT THIS CHILD SUPPORTS HIS 


J1OTHER AND SISTERS. 


The Cuban Industrial Belief Fund 


was organized in New York last winter 
for the purpose of giving aid to Cuban 
families rendered destitute by the war 
and the reconcenlratiou order which 
preceded the war. Instead of giving 
money away, a method of assistance 
which would have been of a temporary 
character, William W. Howard, mana- 
ger of the lund, rented two farms at 
Cieba Mocha, near Halanzas, and em- 
ployed as laborers needy Cubans, who 
receives good wages. 
These they de- 


vote to their own aud and lueir families' 
support. Instead of finding the natives 
la/.y and unwilling to work, Mr. Howard 
was compelled to turn away huudredtiol 
applicants for employment. 


Among those he employed was a lad 


14 years old of the name of Jose Ilil- 
ario. 


••This 
boy," Mr. Howard writes, 


"came to me in a pitiable condition. 
He was emaciated trom hunger and 
neglect. He wanted work. His story, 
which I quickly learned, was as sad as 
Ins condition. Ilia lather had been dead 
tor Home years. Four brothers, aged re- 
spectively sixteen, tweuty and tweaty- 
tuiee years, were hanged before the war 
tor disobeying Geueial Weyler's recou- 
ceatratiou ordei, aud persisting in work- 
nig m the caue fields. Ills mother is an 
invalid, unable to work, aud alie with 
Her thiee young daughters and young 
sou were starving in their desolate re- 
conceutrado shack. 


"I put Jose to work at general farm 


duties. His pay, amounting to $-1 82 in 
American money, is two-thirds of a 
grown man's wages. He has proved a 
most enterprising lad, bright, self-reliant 
and full of ingenuity. lie is a!so honest 
and thoroughly reliable. Every penny 
of his wages goes to the support of his 
mother and sisters, and he has kept them 
alive. N ot only that, but they now live 
in a decent aud fairly comfortable way, 
laough how on earth they manage it on 
nothing but JOSH'S wages is a mystery to 
all of us. Ouiy the gieatest frugality 
cuuld do it. i offered Madame Ililano 
ihe job of our wasting, but she was 
unable to undertake it." 


Mr. Howard says many of the farm 


hands are undersized from hardship and 
privation, but young Hilario is the 
smallest boy of his age be ever saw, 
though one of the pluckiest. His size 
has earned for him the soubriquet of 
"Jose, the Kid." 


The mule he works is dubbed "The 


Yellow Kid," and the latter came nea: 
being Us master's undoing some time 
ago. 
The mule was refractory and 


unable to get anything out of the stub- 
oorn fellow, Uilario mounted him to 
ude over to headquarters, half a mile 
away. Tue mule promptly threw the 
uoy over his head aud the latter had his 
cum split open. His injuries were so 
severe that he was under the care of the 
headquarters doctor tor three weeks 
Instead of sending him home, Mr. 
Howard had him taken care ot at the 
farm house, where one of Ms sisters was 
always at his side during the day. The 
iarra hands were frequent visitors and 
he was always delighted to see them. 
What they could not understand was 
why his pay should go on while the boy 
was idle. This is an Americanism not 
yet comprehensible to the natives. 


Ililario'a mother and sisters are deeply 


interested in his work. The sisters asked 
Mr. Howard to giv*1 them employment, 
but he told tLetn they were too small 
So they content themselves with visits 
to their brother in the field, though he 
never stops work in honor of these oc 
casious. It is pleasant to say that the 
mother's health is improving with suf. 
rieient food supplied by Jose's labor and 
the medical attention Mr. Howard has 
had the farm physician give her.

A year or two ago a little girl came to 
the canyon and listened with eyes anc 
mouth and eais open to the remarkable 
experiences related by Captain Hance, 
and when he had Qaished telling the 
members of the party to which, she be- 
longed how he dug the canyon all by 
himself the child exclaimed indignantly:
